How A Pasture Is Miule. 


In Great Hritinn, Uollaiul, and in 


some of the bo.st dairy districts in this 
country land is selected for a pasture as 
it is for any particular crop. 
Regard is 


paid to Its adaptability to produce a 
laro-e amount of lino rich grasses. I no 
soil or sod is prepared to receive tho 
seed, which is selected with special 
reference to the production of grass to 
be eaten while in its green slate.; 
Great pftius aro taken to render the soil 
as produolivo as possible. 
Water is, 


supplied or drained off as tho wants of; 
the land require. Woods and bushes 
nre exterminate I or kept in subjection. 
Fertilizers arc applied as they aro to 
land devoted to cultivate crops. Loose 
soils aro rendered more compact by the 
use of the roller, and very heavy soils 
nre losenec! by the employment of the 
harrow or scarifier. 
Most farmers in 


this country, however, neglect all these 
things. 
Land is not selected for a 


pasture. If it is to rocky, broken or 
diilicult to cultivate; if it is too wet or too 
dry to produce good crops of corn, 
grain, potatoes, or roots it is devoted to 
pasturage. Land is selected for other 
purposes, but tho land for pasturngo is 
what was rejected as unsuited for any. 
other use. 
Sometimes n piece of land 


originally productive 
is devoted to 


pasture purposes. If this is tho caso it is 
generally after it " has been cropped to 
death." It is first planted to corn for 
several year:), then sown to grain for a 
period oquall}' long, and then laid clown 
to grass suited to mowing purposes. 
After the crop of grass becomes so light 
that it scarcely pays for tho work of 
cutting, the farmer concludes that the 
only thing ho can do with tho land is to 
devote it to supporting stock during the 
summer when ho expects to make tho 
most out of them. Ihorc are no evi- 
dences of beneficent design in most of 
the pastures in this country. They arc 
the work'of chance or nesjleet. 


Most of tho grasses and clovers that 


are best for producing hay are the poor- 
est for affording green food during sum- 
mer. 
For the purpose of converting 


into hay we want grasses that mature at 
u ccl'tain period. 
If there is more than 


one kind in tho same field, it is desirable 
to have them all mature at about the 
same time. Very short grasses aro not 
desired, as it la difficult to cut them 
very near tho ground. The like is true 
of clovers. 
For a pasture, however, the 


shorter varieties of grasses and clovers 
are desired. 
Grasses that have long 


stalks have but a small amount of foli- 
ao-e near the ground. 
They do not fur- 


nish shade to tho surface of tho soil at 
tho time it is most wanted to prevent 
the roots of the plants from becoming 
dry. 
For a meadow but few kinds of 


grasses are wanted, for if their time of 
maturity is different, and the period re- 
quired for them to dry out when cut 
varies considerably, they will bo hard to 
cure. 
F">r a pasture, however, we want 


grasses that have different; habits and 
manners of growth. 
Wp need some 


that will spring up early in the spring 
and others that will be in their prime 
In tho fall. A constant supply of green 
leaves-is what is needed. 
This is best 


obtained by having several kinds of 
grass asd clover. Sometimes a single 
variety of cither, as blue grass or white 
clover, will supply what is wanted dur- 
ing several months. These aro excel- 
lent fodder plants for another reason— 
they remain in tho soil for a long time 
after they have become well established. 
The like is true of red top, which is sin- 
gularly adapted to ground that is some- 
what moist. 
Orchard grass is well 


adapted to pasturage, notwithstanding 
it grows tall in a liel'd, as it springs up 
quickly as soon as it is fed clown. 


Pastures require cave just as much as 


land devoted to other purposes. De- 
sirable vegctaion must be kept in and. 
undesirable vegetation kept out. 'Places 
thai become unproductive must bo at- 
tended to before weeds and moss take 
possession of them. If tho soil is hard 
and poor it should bo loosened and en- 
riehod. 
An effort should be made to 


seed each kind of soil with the kind of 
grass and clovor that is best adapted to 
it. Red top will do best on the land 
that is quite moist; Alsiko or Swedish 
clover will be most productive on soils 
that aro moderately moist; whilo white 
clovor will succeed best on hill sides. 
Some timothy and red clovor are de- 
sirable in every 
pasture but 
they 


cannot be relied on to remain vary long. 
It is generally best to mow a pasture 
after the grasses have thrown up seed 
stalks in tho latter part of tho summer. 
Theso stalks will not be eaten, and by 
cutting them off tho growth of foliage 
is encouraged. The use of the mowing 
machine and scytho is benclifiial in de- 
stroying many weeds that would other- 
wise mature seed. 
Bushes of all kinds 


should be rooted out as soon as they 
make an appearance, for they are likely 
to spread and occupy 
considerable 


ground. 
Tho droppings of cattle and 


horses should bo broken up and scattered 
before they become very hard and in- 
jure tho vegetation in the immediate 
vicinity of thorn. 
If thsy remain long 


on the ground where they aro deposited 
they will kill the grass before them, and 
cause a growth of"rank grass that stock 
will not oat in tho vicinity of them. By 
scattering them a considerable amount 
of grass is benefited and none is injured. 
If practical, other fertilizers than those 
produced in tho pasture should bo 
scattered over the surf ace of the ground. 
If stable manure is used, it should be 
lino and well rotted.— Exchange.

—Green Pcaso.—A peck is sufficient 


for the ordinary family of four or five. 
Shell the pease but do not wash them, 
as it robs them of much of the flavor. If 
carrfully shelled there will be no neces- 
sity for it. Pat them on in boiling 
salted water, add ateaspoonful of white 
sugar and cook for half an hour. 
Then 


drain off tho water, stir in a tablespoon- 
ful of butter with a dust of pepper and 
a saltspoonful of salt and serve very 
hot. — Utir Continent. 


—Many farmers throw away the old 


brine in bcuf and pork barrels' and fish 
packages. Sometimes they throw it on 
a grass patch, or under a tree, and kill 
the vegetation. If they desire to kill 
vegetation with it, they should pour it 
on in patches of burdocks or thistles or 
around trees that are worthless. It is 
better, however, to use it for manure, 
in which case it should be applied with 
judgment. It may be applied to aspar- 
agus beds or quince trees liberally, but 
to other things sparingly. 
Ordinarily 


the best disposition to make of it is to 
pour it ou a manure or compost; heap, 
and allow it to bu absorbed. — Chicago 
Tunes. 


—Fish cakes: Take any sort of cooked 


'isb, well picked from the bones, anil 
miueo it.

Tickles grow \v<^ll upon ulniost nil}' 


limit Unit is'in good huurt; tlu-.y like a 
freshly plowed sod and hvml that is a 
litllo moist or dump, but not wet. 
Fresh liorsis niiiiiure suits them as well 
as any dressing, but it must bo well 
mixod willi thu soil. 
The seed may ho 


put in from June 20 to July 3, in rows 
live or six feet apart. Those planted lit 
the earlier d.ito usually bear the heavier 
crop, but it is not always convenient to 
get them in early. They are frequent- 
ly HTOWII fl.3 £i .secjond crop after peas or 
early cut grass, and lire a very hnndy 
crop for breaking up greensward. Flat 
turnips may be sown among them at 
the last hoeing and make u' fair crop 
after the frost has killed the vines. 


The pickles are preserved for winter 


and spring sale by salting; molasses 
hogsheads answer very well for one 
year, but the wooden hoops soon break. 
Linseed oil casks are better, but more 
expensive, and I know one large estab- 
lishment whore the pickles aro all salted 
in cisterns underground, built of brick 
and cement. Tho brine for salting 
pickles must be strong enough to tloat 
a potato; if n little stronger it will do no 
harm, but if too strong it will wilt the 
pickles and injure them. They must be 
kept carefully undor the brine, and th 
brine should bo drawn off and poured 
over them two or three times within tho 
first week aflcr they are salted, oth- 
erwise they get too fresh on top and 
spoil. 
The brine will ferment slight- 


ly, but this does no hiu'iu. Watch 
them often to. make sure tho brine 
covers them all, and keep a little salt on 
the cover for the first week. 
Peppers, 


beans, cauliflowers, etc., arc salted in the 
same manner, for mixed pickles. When 
wanted fur sale, tho pickles arc scooped 
out of tho brine with a common fish- 
erman's dip net, placed in fresh water, 
which must be changed two or throe 
times iv day till the pickles aro quite 
fresh; if u stream of fresh water eau be 
made to flow through them, all the bet- 
ter; when quite fresh they are taken 
out of the water and placed directly in 
vinegar, which may be spiced with 
pioklutl poppers, or with. West India 
pcpcrs or'allspice, or witJi anything else 
tho trade demands. 
With vinegar af 


fifteen cents per gallon pickles ought to 
be made at a profit; the white wine 01 
whisky vinegar, m*stly used for tho 
purpose, costs about twenty to twenty 
five cents per gallon. 


It was formerly tho custom to scale 


pickles in ii copper boiler in order to 
give them the green color of vurdigru 
from the kettle; this custom has gom 
quite out of fashion of late and the do 
maud is now almost entirely for the no 
called English pickles, prepared 
a 


above described, and having a dirt^ 
vollowish green color. Pickles aro a' 
best rather indigestible; the coppe: 
certainly does not make them less so 
though it probably docs not make then 
poisonous, at least I never heard of a 
case of copper poisoning from catin 
pickles, and the amount of copper ab 
eorbed is extremely small. — Cor. Neu 
England Fanner.

Eccentric Congressmen. 


[II. J.lt.'s Wiu)hin»U>n Letlur to I'hila. Tiess.l 


Not rauuy years ago, ;it tlio very begin- 


ning of of the granger excitement, there 
came to congress from Tennessee n very 
"nmoosiu" cue, "like Artemua \Varct'a 
kangaroo." He htitl an upper set of false 
teetb, of which, he seemed very proud. 
Inuring the sitting of the house he would 
often take out his teeth aucl examine 
them minutely for several minutes. Then 
ho would take out his handkerchief and 
wipe them very carefully/ r.fter which 
interesting ceremony ho would suck 
them back to their places with a click 
liko a fox trap. He also hud u very en- 
tertaining way of combing his hair. Ho 
always carried in hia vest pocket a fino- 
tooth comb and it was a favorite occupa- 
tion of hia to hoist his cowhide boots on 
his doak and ply his comb. With a 
ecrowcd-np face he lacked through his 
tangled hair until he got to the ends, 
when ha would bring the comb flat side 
up within a few inches of his fuco and 
carefully examine it to see what ho had 
caught Ho would often occupy himself 
thus for half an hour. Another congress- 
man from Tennessee, nnrned 
3Iullios 
(dead now, poor old fellow) was exceed- 
ingly playful. He .would dance and 
kick up his heels iu a very kittenish man- 
ner, 
and he had a cheerful hubii of hit- 


ting his fellow-members a wacking blow 
on the back when they least expected it. 
Yet he was not unpopular among his fol- 
lows, for ho was always good natured, 
and ho had no idea that his playfulness 
might be offensive. But the £tiuuiest 
thing Mullins ever (lid was on a very 
mournful occasion. A Virginia member 
(I believe-) hud been killed in a row by 
tho Ku-Klux, I think. At uuy rate the 
tuner alorations were being pronounced, 
and more lies were being told than usual 
on such occasions. Finally Mullen's 
time came, and for him it was a great oc- 
casion, and great use he nado of it ;f 
you will believe me. It was the most re - 
diculous speech ever made in congress . 
Notwithstanding the pall which hung 
over the chamber, the audience was con- 
vulsed, Ono sentence of the oration I 
remember and can never forget, Hero it 
is. Ho referred, of course to the murder- 
ed congressman: 


"He has gone to his grave, wrapped in 


tho peaceful soliloquy of his own bloo;'." 


The house, at this burst of pathos, 


burst out laughing, and its members 
could not restrain themselves. I believe 
John McElhono and some of tho mem- 
bers afterward.fixed up tho speech iu 
decent style. 


Another eccentric 
fellow was the 


delegate from Idaho, three or four con- 
gresses back. It was his pleasurable 
habit ou warm days during the session 
of tho house to take a nap. Back of tho 
seats in the house, as everybody knows, 
are sofas, wide and luxurious, placed at 
short intervals all around the hall. The 
honorable gentleman from Idaho would 
begin his entertaimeut by nodding iu his 
seat. Then, more- asleep than awako, ho 
would shuffle off to ono those sofas. First 
lie would pull off ono boot, then think 
over it a moment, and finally pull off the 
other ono. Next ho would'an button his 
vest and unloosen his cravat. Then to 
sleep and to snore! \Vhatwould the aes- 
thetic Mr, Howard thiuk to see an Amer- 
ican congressman stretched out ou a sofa, 
snoring like a foghorn, with his boots 
off, and socks not of tho cleanest? 


How John Sherman ami Schuy- 


lor Colt'ax Mot in Public Lit'o. 
A friend oE Senator Sherman, who de- 


lights to do that gentleman honor, recalls 
that "Sherman made his debut into polit- 
ical life at Baltimore in company, with a 
young man whom he then met for the 
lirst fctime, nnd who afterward became 
Vice President of the United States.

After a temporary chairman- of the Con- 
vention had been chosen, General Stoke- 
ly said: 'Mr, Chairman, I have in my 
delegation a youuf? man who has never 
had ony office, n rising young lawyer, and 
very modest fellow, whom I nominate 
for'temporary Secretary of the conven- 
tion. His name is John Sherman.' Tho 
convention seemed pleased, and Mr, 
Sherman was elected. The Chairman of 
the Indiana delegation then said: 'Mr. 
Chairman, I have also a young man in 
my delegation who has never held an 
oih'ce. He is a young newspaper editor, 
and likewise very modest. 1, therefore, 
nominate Mr. Snhuyler Colfax as assist- 
ant Secretary.' Then Ihe two men lef.c 
their seats, greeted each other for the 
first time, and mounted the platform 1o- 
gother. That 
was thirty 
years ago. 


Both men have attained great prominence 
since, and Mr. Sherman still likes to re- 
fer to tho way they .first met at Baltimore." 
It is pleasant to' find that during all 
those years both these distinguished gen- 
tlemen havo maintained in a marked way 
their phenomenal modesty.

In this democratic age few people are 


aware of the grandeur to be seen iu the 
home [of tho chief rnler of tho nation. 


The state dining-room :s tho room in 


which the President entertains at table 
tho distinguished 
rrncs-t..;. NO matter 


whom it may be ho i.i entertaining, tho 
President is always served first. Ho fiita 
DI tho center of one side of tho long 
tuble, his wife, if h«j be married- directly 
opposite him. 
It sometimes happens 


that tho secretary of state will be Keiitsd 
iu tho chair usually assigned to tho Pros- 
dend's wife. After tho President has 
been served, White hotise etiquette re- 
quires tliat tho- lady sitting next the 
President on his right, and then the lady 
on his left, bo served before any others. 


Thou the President's wife is waited up- 


on, and then the gentlemen immediate- 
ly on her right and left in tho order nam- 
ed. 
Then tho other 
guests follow. 


Whenever tho table is sot for a dinner 
the largo brass plateau which extends for 
sixteen feet along tho table, which was 
imported from franco during tho admin- 
istration of President Monroe, is iillod 
with fruits, flowers and French candies. 
In tho center, directly iu front o£ the 
President, is placed a full-rigged tloral 
ship, which was sent to President Gar- 
Deld at the time of the inauguration by a 
Boston itorist. The flowers arc renewed 
from the White House conservatory. 
When tho chandeliers and candelabra are 
lighted and other effects produced to 
heighten tho scene the spectator is apt 
to think of the regal festivities oC some 
other land than free America. 


Across the wide hall or corridor which 


extends from the cast room to the large 
plant conservatory at the west end of the 
house, I was shown into tlie private din- 
ing-room of tho President. There I saw 
the handsome buffet and sideboard which 
Mrs. Hayes had made during her stay in 
the White House. The bullet was orna- 
mented with pretty platters and finished 
from designs oC ^Theodore Davis, 
tho 


New York artist. Tho saene depicted 
upon each dish suggests a story of somo 
kind. In tho drawers of tho sideboard 
is kept the White HOUKO silverware. 
The gold spoons which President Van 
Buren purchased are still there. They 
are said to defeated him when he ran a 
second time for the presidency. Home of 
the silverware I saw Crump said was 
severity years old, and the side tables in 
tho room have dono duty for sixty-four 
years. Tho President often entertains 
his company iu this private dining-room. 


Then the upper gas jots arc lighted 


and tho eight candelabra, four ol! silver 
and four of brass are distributed ou tho 
table and about tho room, the reflections 
all being so colored asjto impart a deep 
rosy tint to tho scene. Sixteen pounds 
of candles are used to carry out this sys- 
tem) of lighting by candelabra. 


It may bo of interest to somo people to 


know the hours meals are served at the 
White House. During Hayes' ndciiniH- 
tration breakfast was served at 8:30 
• clock, luuch at 1 and dinner at 6. 
When Gen. Garfiold became the host the 
hours -were (an Ohio idea) .changed. 
Breakfast was ready at 7:30, dinner at 3 
and tea at 7. President Arthur is not 
regular to any meal except dinner, which 
is served at 9 o'clock in the evening (a 
metropolitan idea). Ho is r.ot an oariy 
riser, an it is not unusal for his breakfast 
to be as late as 10:30 o'clock. A cup of 
coffee always relished by him at this 
meal. He rarely resigns himself to slum- 
ber till 3 or 4 in tho morning, and five or 
sixhoursis all he requires forrest. How he 
maintains good health under tho strain 
ot so many hours activity is a question 
which troubles his friends. He is fond 
of tho delicacies of tho season, and his 
table is not tho least expensive oC the 
various drafts upon ins purse.

ture, by Supt. Jamee MaeAlister. 
The 


CougrogationiiVchuroh where the opening 
exercises took " place, was comfortably 
filled with nu intellectual audience, com- 
posed ot Janesvillo citizens and others 
from a distance, interested in educational 
subjects. Tho teachers, were there iu 
force, occupying the gallery seats. 
Tho 


services were opened by the Kev. Dr. 
Hodgo in a short prayer, utter which ho 
introduced the lecturer. 


Superintendent MacAlister began by 


apologizing for changing his subject from 
that announced to that of "Now Educa 
tion." His introductory remarks, how 
ovor, were largely upon the "Italian Ke 
naissanco in its .Relation to Modern Gul 
lure." There was nothing in society, he 
said where so few changes had occurroc 
as iu modern education, He classed ed 
uealiou under two heads, the humanist! 
aud roali«Uc, or naturalistic, tho first per 
tinning to tho leiuniug oE words, nnd th 
socoud to tho acquisition of kuowledg 
pertaiirugto things. 


The old humanists education had ob 


taiuod too long on ascendancy in ill 
schools, aud the renaissance iu Italy, on 
of tho four great epool's iu the career of 
the human race, initiated a chapge which 
has boon gradun'ly developing. 
Ho re- 


ferred eloquently fa 
tbo obscurity in 


which the Greek language and tho class- 
ical arts had boon buried for 700 years, 
touch".!!,' upon tlio renaissance, when 
Italy aud povlioularly Florence began to 
discern tho beauties oE tho- classics, 
through 
tho hazardous 
publications 


of stadonh ot tho past. 


Dnuto, ho classed as tho first, to res- 


urrect tho buried literature and bring 
forth its classical beauties, ignoring the 
pioneers who had gone before, who had 
succeeded only in gathering about them 
a small coterie oC admirers. 
But by 


Dante's brilliancy, he conn-minded tho 
attention oC the world, nud he wus there- 
fore styled tbo herald oE thu new era, 
Prom Dauto, tho locluror discoursed, 
upon the gradual progress made in the 
restoration of : ancient grauduer to the 
humnu mind, which under tho controll- 
ing superstitions ot Komanis'.u had lap- 
sod into dull unappreciative inferioiity. 
All culture ho said, came from Athens, 
Rome, and Judoa, the first two giving 
classical culture aud 
tho third giving 


us onr religion. 


Attar the tint sweet mnrsoln of buried 


literature had been resurrected, the taste 
grow, until men sprang up in numbers, 
devoting their lives to the. restoration of 
tho art ot the past, just as now they do- 
vote themselves to the pursuit of wealth. 
After two hundred years, during which 
students wore laboring in tho forgotten 
aud once proscribed fields of literature, 
tho world was agaiii treated to the beau- 
ties of Plato, Virgil/Horace, Herodotus 
and the other [indents. Tho renaissance 
also, took another direction, for besides 
giving us a knowledge of antiquity it lei 
to tho study of nature. In tho dark ages, 
man had boon a stranger to nature nnd 
its beauties, b's m'ud being wrfrped with 
the deaden'rjg iofluenco ot superstitions. 
The knowledge of Greek, learned men to 
appreciate nature's splendor. 


Tho speaker continued in a disserta- 


tion on the advancement made in tho 
study of tho dead languages, nnd the 
change produced iu 
the intellectual 


world. The retorma'.i 3u, he asserted, was 
the child of! the ItcUiiu renaissance.

strong 
influence, which 
is 


not Greek iu its origin; the culture of 
to-day had its origin in Greek, and the 
language stood second only to the scrip- 
tures. Mr. MaeAlister discoursed for a 
few moments upon the philosophy of

Tho commencement how- 
over small, it persistently added to, would 
in the yours that aro to couio, develop in- 
to a public library,- combined with what- 
ever ot art and history there might bo ad- 
ded from time to time, that would prove 
a better legacy to the youth oE this city 
than gold, and to those o£ riper years it 
would bo o£ inestimable worth in giving 
them that which they in no other way 
could attain. Wo nro not without hope, 
however much we may regret, the depriv- 
ations wo are subjected to iu many ways. 
On the other hand wo have much to be 
proud of, uud more to bo thaokCul tor. 
Our schools are iu Jin exceedingly pros- 
perous condition, our teachers arc emi- 
nently qualified in their respective grades, 
attentive to duty, an adornment to our 
society, and wall liked by their scholars. 
Our superintendent is tho right man in 
tho right place, intellectual, courteous, 
and " a 
gentleman 
in

term. 
Our 


school buildings, pix m numbor, are un- 
surpassed iu the Stuto. 
Our factories, 


mills, machine 
shops, foundcries and 


busy streets, stamp us as a nioro than or- 
dinarily prosperous people.

the only cottou mill in the State of Wis- 
consin, and to you, who have never seen 
the raw cotton as it comes baled from 
tho c;;tton fields of tho South, advanced 
step by stop through tho beautifully fin- 
ished, ingeniously contrived, and deli- 
cately wrought machinery used in its 
manufacture into jcloth, 
the study will 


bo one of interest and profit. Tho woolen 
mills, shoo and knitting factories, or a 
visit to our armories, '.tho finest in the 
West, might enliven an lionr that other- 
wise would be tedious aud unprofitable. 
We have also the State Institution for 
the Education of the Blind, a beautiful 
spot to the South of the city, affording 
both a lovely drive and a quiet retreat; or 
a trip up tho river on a steamer, would 
repay the timo by the enchanting views 
o£ high, and beautiful banks.

Plato, Aristotle, Thuoydides, and drifted 
into a contemplation of tho influence ex- 
eroised by Sevorus and Justinian. Leav- 
ing the olassies he came down to the days 
of Bacon and Locko, whoso efforts in de- 
lineating the workings of the mind, cre- 
ated something in the nature of a revo- 
lution. Konssoau and Pestnlozzi, with 
their doctrines all tending to the ad- 
vancement of educational systems, and 
all uniting in asserting the principle that 
all knowledge has its origin in sensations, 
that it must come from contact with 
things. He delivered a glowing panegyric 
upon Joan Jacques Rousseau, aud dwelt 
for some time on the great Frenchman's 
doctiino that tho individual should be 
educated, that tho rights of tho individ- 
ual should bo recognized in the/lonaiuion 
of education, and that tho perceptive fac- 
ulties should be given that prominence 
due them. Finally he came down to 
Froebel, 
tho 
German 
whose 


innovation 
iu 
educational 
ays- 


terns, though condemned iu his own 
day, is now blossoming into the grandest 
success. "Tbo Now Education," ho in- 
sisted was based upon tho pupil's activi- 
ty, n principle enunciated [also by Mich- 
elet. There was a philosophy of child- 
hood, and the child should be treated 
with that regard and consideration due 
to other members of tho human family. 
Tho hand, continued tho speaker, should 
be trained, and 
the 
pupil 
allowed 


tho 
play 
of 
his 
individuality. 


Ho was opposed to tho instructions com- 
mon to tho school room where order com- 
pelled the child to do violence to his ma- 
terial inclinations and promptings. Love 
should govern in the school room, and 
the teacher should acquaint himself with 
tho characteristics of the pupil, and gov- 
oru accordingly, llostraint, of course, 
should bo placed upou evil propensities, 


again and again rupeubuu u« IUH^ u» 
schools and school teachers shall last. I 
will venture the assertion, however, that 
there is no avocation on which rests so 
much of the future of our Republican 
form.of government, of society, of morals, 
or of religion, as that of the school teach- 
er. It is you who have the moulding of 
the clay to shape it as it seems best to 
you; hence the great importance of hav- 
ing a perfect model even to its minutest 
detail, for if tho pattern be imperfect, 
your ultimate result will bo like it dur- 
ing time and through eternity, if it bs 
true that

There is no office higher than that of 


school teacher; for there is nothing on 
earth so precious as tho mind, sonl, auc 
character of the young. With those sa 
cred obligations upou you, it would seem 
almost a crime to be simply time servers 
to those who ueod so much care and del 
icate training at your hands; it would be 
far better when no real love for teaching 
exists, when no generous soul work can 
be wrought into your daily task with a 
relish, to drop teaching for some othe: 
employment, oven 
though 
teachm; 


may be your choice, and you may bi 
successful disciplinarians and teachers 
It is not my intention to inform this in 
tcllectual body on school statistics, i 
would seem like carrying coals to Now 
Castle. I shall brieily allude, however 
to some matters that come to mo througl 
the state Superintendents report for th 
year ending August 33, 1881. 
Then 


were at that tinio 491,253 children iu tho 
stato of Wisconsin over 4 and under 20 
years of age and thereby elligible to on 
schools. To accommodate this number o 
children there were 303,332 seats iu a] 
the school buildings of tho state. 
A 


first sight this statement would indioat 
the necessity for more school buildiugc 
and more seats, but as a matter oE fact 
there were but 300,112 pupils in atteu 
dance in all tho public schools of the 
Htate; leaving au excess of 63,220 seat 
and this to with an increased attendance 
induced by the compulsory, education 
law, of 8,000 pupils. 
In 
attendance 


at 
Normal 
aud 
and 
private 
schools, tho State University, Acadmies 
Business .Colleges, and all other place 
outside of common schools, 34,207 pupils 
making a total of 331,370 pupils in school 
Tho ueutral thought deduced from thes 


figures to mo is this: It we have 491,000 
children in tho state elligible to our 
schools aud only 33i,000 in school, and 
this state of affairs under the operations 
of the compulsory education law, allow- 
ing 57,000 to be dropped as|an excess from 
all the legitimate causes that mi£ht 
deter 
tho 
children 
o£- this 
btate 


from attendance at school aud we have a 
total of 100,000 children that aro not eu- 
ioyin" the advantages ot our schools. I 
clernTit of the utmost importance to tho 
welfare of our State, and to society; that 
every honorable exertion be mado un- 
der law as it exists to bring those child- 
ren into school, and if the law be inop- 
erative or faulty, it should be repealed 
or amended us soon as possible. 
I here 


is one thing that these iigures m tho ab- 
stract do not state, it is this: 1'hey do 
not imply all there is to this question. A 
1'ir.-'" percentage oE those in attendance 
at The iige of 15 are girls, and at 1C years 
of an-o the boys aro largely out of school, 
am'Tthe question arises Iwhere are they, 
ami what aro they doing? In mauuiac- 
tnrhi" towns hko ours, there nre ohauces 
for them to acquire habits of industry 
by learning a trade, and by attention to 
their work thoir minds become schooled 
as they pass successively from-the simple 
duty ot an apprentice to tho more ardu- 
ous duties ot the skilled artizan; especi- 
ally true is this when the help meets to 
to the mechanic, such as scientific aud 
trades journals, so easily had, are em- 
ployed in connection with their daily la- 
jor and experiences; boys that adopt 
such a course have no ditlieulty in be- 
comiu" self-supporting, good 
citizens 


with hosts ot friends.l But tho boy who 
leaves the Grammar School to study law 
or medicine, will meet with reverses all 
alone the line, and ho will find when he 
has arrived at the age ot twenty-one, 
that he has neither the strength nor con- 
Ptitntion to earn his bread by honest toil, 
or the ability to got it by his wits; and 
like the boys who acquire a dislike for 
school in tho smaller towns and villages 
all over the State and aro allowed to stop 
goin" on this account, [with no employ- 
ment nt hand, and no course marked out, 
they drift into habits oE idleness that cul- 
minate in vice of all kinds, rowdyism 
and a slovenly stata of body and iniud 
from sheer disuse, that make them of 
all created things, most pitiable; they 
are dangerous to soeioty, and to good 
trovernment a scourge aud au enemy. An 
educated mau has that within him that 
makes him feel ho is the peer of his fel- 
lows, and if ho fail he will try again aud 
a^ain until success shall crown his efforts. 
Tho dangerous |aud pernicious habit, ot 
allowing boys to quit their studios and do 
nothin™, or to embark in some undertak- 
iu" that they are uot fitted for simply be- 
cause they do uot like to go to school, or 
have ralien behind their class, or from 
similar cause is always productive of bud 
results and is the fruitful source oE much 
of this world's misery, and should uot bo 
ccnuteuauced by either parent or teacher. 
Just why boys should-dosiro to got out ot 
school is to me an enigma; nearly alt tho 
teachers are young ladies now-a-days. I 
should 
think 
i.the 
older 
the 


boy 
tho 
more 
ho 
would 


become attached to his school-teacher 
and at tho ago-ot twenty, when ha must 
leave school he would take tho teacher 
with him to recite to when ho came home 
from Lodge. It was quite different with 
us boys who went to school in this towii 
iu the early part of this century. The 
teachers here m Janesville were nearly 
all men who ruled us by brawn rather than 
brains and they boarded around a week 
nt a place where tho people could ailord 
such luxuries, and had children attend- 
ing tho school. I say it candidly, though 
to onr discredit, that by tho tuno.thc av- 
oi-a"e boy had boeu sent homo at half 
past eleven A. M. for a whole woek aftar 
hot dinners for tho 'school master aud 
had been prevented by his surroundings 
from playijg truant for that length oE 
time, aud was taxed almost beyond hu- 
mnu endurance to have pertoct lessons 
dnriu" tho weak fc&o schoolmaster board- 
ed ut their house iu order that he might 
in soino degree enjoy tho comforts oE the 
family circle. I say by tho time the av- 
erage boy had been tortured in this man- 
ner"for so long a time ho would become 
about as lovingly! attached to his school 
teacher as he would to a. barbed wire £CDC<J. 
I do not recall an instance where the 
teacher was taken home to live forever 
with any one scholar (after they had 
boarded them a week) still there might 
have been snoh instances, I know I uover 
took one home to live with mo forever. 
Before closing I wish to give just one 
word of advice to'parents, koepyour'boys 
in school until they find out what they 
are going to do when they leave it. 


Tho President of tho Association, Prof. 


G. S. Albee, delivered tho annual address, 
vhich was replete with valuable sugges- 
ious to tho Association, aud instructive 
noughts.

Second, 
because b.nl'ly health- and development 
are the uaturnl niiu indispensable condi- 
tions to solid iiiiil cndiivin r mental, ac- 
quirements."

he s:iiJ. "Lot us grant the expediency of 
the state's assuming tho duty ot attend- 
ing actively to Mm physical cult nro' of its 
citizens.

ties. It is said that present systems of 
education have pushed training of the 
m'ud to in an orcrnate excess; have un- 
done by overdoing; have broken the col 
nmn by the weight oC the 
entablature, 


aud have sinned g'eviously aud blindly 
against the laws of healthy development. 
In the training o£ ehildran the schoolmas- 
ter could do at least something. Some- 
things bo should do. 
As regards uurs- 


jug, feect'.nK, clotting tr.id general regi- 
men he may attempt them by teaching 
tho precepts oE good livnig, As regards, 
actual and systematic culture ho is lim- 
ited to the field ot bodily exorcise and 
recreation. 


In speaking of physical training in 


schools. Prof, Anderson referred humor- 
ously to calisthenics, which ho claimed 
was ot course good, but 
inadequately 


taught, Of the twenty-tour hours, a child 
sleeps more thau a third; ho eats what 
food ho can get or his parents provide; 
auiusos himself as his associates teach 
him or inclination leads, or mayhap, 
drudges at chores and errands; dresses 
according to the firnily purse and no- 
tions; indulges 111 late evening parties 
or dreams his lite aw.iy iu the pernsul of 
fiction dirnisiic.l by tho public library; 
iu short, obeyi-j or disobeys a hundred 
rales a day, for the promotion oE health 
and strength. But thanks to human in- 
genuity ho gets absolution and redemp- 
tion in tho daily nHol/JiT fifteen or twenty 
minutes arm eseraise. OliUdron are not 
a bit more robn--.t on account ol calls- 
theiiics.
